KEEN  BORROW  A  VERTED. 

AllTTLB  CHILD  SNATCHED  rBOM  WHAT  SEBHZD 

INEVITABLE  DEATH  AND  PLACED  IN  IT*  MOTH¬ 
ER'S  ARMS. 

As  the  eastward  bound  train  on  the  Near 
York  and  Greenwood  Lako  railroad  wfifa  hurrying 
dowu  the  grade  above  Broad  Street,  at  five 
o’clock  1*4  Saturday  afternoon,  Albert  Wright- 
enor,  the  vnciOSdr,  perceived  a  little  child  ait- 
ting  upon  oue  of  the  rolls.  The  air-brakes  were 
applied  and  the  shriek  of  tbs  arhlsHe  was  heard 
with  terror  by  those  who  were  searching  for  tbe 
lost  child,  but  who  bed  not  thought  of  looking 
for  him  at  the  top  of  an  embankment  nearly 
flifty  feet  In  height,  and  which  can  be  climbed 
only  with  difficulty  by  a  full-grown  person. 
Men,  women  and  children  rushed  out  of  the 
neighboring  houses,  and  saw  the  little  fellow 
running  from  the  train  which  was  close  behind 
The  mother  turned  away  from  the  sight 
and  ematchlng  up  her  little  daugh ter  of  five 
years,  who  wss  gbricklqg  with  terror,  she  bore 
her  In  ber  arms  into  the  house  to  wait  until  tbe 
should  receive  tbe  precious  remains  of  ber  son. 
in  the  meantime  Ue  engineer,  Undid*  that  b* 
could  not  at op  his  train  before  It  wpuld  reach 
the  child,  climbed  out  to  the  frout  of  ♦*„ 
motive  and  down  upon  »he  cow-catcher  and 
leaned  eagerly  forward.  But,  although  th#  en¬ 
gine  was  nearly  stopped,  the  child  war  struck 
and  thrown  forward  upon  the  track.  Wrighte- 
n(!l  immediately  sprang  to  the  ground  and  as 
the  pilot  passed  over  tbs  little  fellow  he  bad 
bold  of  him,  and  by  the  time  the  train  wae  stop¬ 
ped,  be  drew  him  out,  covered  with  blood,  but 
still  breathing.  Tbe  mother  could  not  be  con¬ 
vinced  that  her  child  still  lived  antil  he  was  put 
Into  her  arms  and  the  heard  bi*  cry.  Although 
his  Iqjurica  were  serious,  sad  all  danger  Is  not 
ret  passed,  there  is  good  reason  to  believe  that 
be  will  ultimately  recover  in  every  respect. 
Stanlqy  McDowell,  not  yet  two  jears  ef  age, 
only  scat  of  <3isrtes  K.  McDowell,  ta  oae  of  two 
children.  A  first  thought  may  attribute  osre- 
lesaoesa  to  the  parent*  In  allowing  the  child  to 
have  aceess  to  the  track,  but  Investigation 
proves  that  precaution*  bad  been  taken  to  se¬ 
cure  tbe  gates,  and  no  person  thought  of  the 
boy’s  attempting,  nor  succeeding  shoal 
tempt,  to  ascend  tbe  strop  embankment.  How 
be  got  upon  the  embankment  Is  s  mystery  that 
will  probably  never  be  solved.  Those  who  best 
understand  the  circumstance*  do  not  believe 
that  he  did  tt  without  help.  Engineer  Wrfgh te¬ 
nor  cannot  be  held  in  too  high  esteem  for  the 
noble  and  daring  eet  wMfh  saved  the  child’* 
life,  and  0»*  approctattflo  and  gratitude  of  the 
father  of  the  hoy  is  generously  evidenced  by  a 
check  of  fifififfpreeented  to  Mr.  Wrightenor  on 
Monday  by  Mr.  McDowell. 
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The  Rev.  Mr.  Hsrcoart  wfU  preach  totaorrow 
morfelng  *t  tbe  Metbodftt  (Aloft*  oo  the  fol¬ 
lowing  text:  “For  lo,  th*  winter  ta  passed, 
tbe  rain  is  over  snd  gone,  the  flowers  appear 
on  the  earth,  the  time  of  tbe  singing  of  birds 
is  come,  snd  the  voice  of  tbe  turtle  is  beard  It 
our  land.  Th*  fig-tree  pntteth  forth  her  green 
fig*  and  Ore  vine*,  with  tbe  tender  grapes, 
giro  a  good  smell.
